WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


There has been somewhat of a lull in the market the past 
week, with the possible exception of the dealings in futures. 
But on spot goods, the market is quiet, temporarily at least, 
without any indications of weakness, however. 

These “lulls” in the market are not surprising, as they 
always follow any rise in the market, especially if there is a 
rush to cover wants as was the case this year. Ever since 
the first upward trend .of the tomato market, in particular, 
the jobbers have been quietly, but persistently, trying to cover 
their requirements at- the lowest prices obtainable, for the 
quality they wanted. The buying has been extensive and 
rather more prolonged than we at first expected. This has 
absorbed an amount of goods, and cleaned up the holdings 
to an extent that would surprise many. With these demands 
satisfied, there naturally comes a lull in the buying—and that 
is the exact period at which we now find ourselves. 

Holders of all kinds of canned goods so well know the 
strength of their holdings that it will not be necessary to 
warn them not to be alarmed by this temporary dullness. All 
goods are held firmly to prices, and if the buyers come into 
the market, singly or in groups thinking to catch holders weak 
in their ideas, they will be disappointed. The holders can 
secure the top prices for what goods they now have, either 
now or a little later, and we do not look for any breaks to 
lower values. 

No. 3 standard tomatoes are quoted at 85c., without 
change from last week, and there are still many who regard 
theirs as worth from 8714 to 90c. f. 0. b. factory. No one looks 
for lower prices on this article this year, but on the contrary 
predictions are plentiful that’ the $1 mark will soon be 
reached. 

No. 2 are quoted at 62M%c., and No. 10 at $3 in this mar- 
ket. No. 3 seconds are quoted at 7714 to 80c. 

There is quite a good effort to place futures in the 
tomato line and the market is quoted at 75c. There have been 
a great many contracts closed at these figures, more than have 
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been for some years, and there will continue to be for the 
next month or more. It is to be hoped; however, that this 
will not be overdone. 

Corn has had a dull week along with tomatoes, but also 
like them, there is no weakness apparent in the market. 
What little spot stock is on hand is held to full prices, as it is 
evident the market will be well cleaned up before the new 
season comes on. 

The future market on corn has been an active one, though 
a great many canners have taken contracts up to their limi: 
and-are now out of the market in this respect. There is no 
weakness in this line and general reports say that contracts 
accepted call for full prices. : 

Peas are a dull market, but as most of the future busi- 
ness has been placed and the spot market is cleaned up, the 
dullness is rather due to a satisfied market rather than to any 
lack of interest in it. With the present sort of weather 
packers of peas will begin to give attention to the coming 
packing season. The winter commenced in early December, 
like a real winter, but since the first of this year it has been 
one series of mucky, damp, chilly days, with little or no real 
cold weather. Growers say it is just the kind of weather to 
work plenty of moisture into the soil, and that in this respect 
it pertends a good crop year this coming summer. It is a 
rather unusual thing to see them plowing in Northern Mary- 
land on the last day in January, but they did so this year. 
February usually furnishes most of the winter in this section, 
and in many other sections also, so that it is more than likely 
we will have severe winter weather from now on. But the 
water is now in the soil and the good done, so the winter may 
well be welcomed from this on. 

As we have intimated there are no changes to note in the 
markets this week, in any of the lines, and as the Convention 
will occupy most minds next week, and possibly for the week 


following, there is not likely to be any change for a fortnight 
or more. 

The demand for apples is quiet and the market here is 
quoted at $2.35 to $2.50, and New York State apples are 
quoted at $3 all for No. 10. 

Beans are neglected just now, though there is some talk 
that string beans will shortly be worth more money. There 
are no changes to quote here. , 

At the recently reduced prices of cove oysters it is re- 
ported considerable business has been done. ‘The weather has 
been favorable to the packing of cove oysters here, and packers 
have taken advantage of it. 

Peaches are surprising the old traders in the market by 
their quietness, but they hold well in strength as the supply 
is not large. 

Articles of special packing are meeting with a little 
demand and stocks of all holders are in such shape that hold- 
ers are not worried as to the ultimate outcome. They figure 
that they will secure full market prices for their holdings 
when they are wanted. 

In cans and canners’ metals there is nothing new to re- 
port. Can companies are busy taking contracts from the 
packers, but in most cases for only part of their requife- 
ments, as the canners have learned that they can buy the cans 
when they need them at prices on a par with those now 
ruling, at least. If there is the big pack expected next season, 
some canners may be caught short by such proceedure. All 
prices for the various articles and for all leading markets may 
be found on their regular pages.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


NEw York, February 1, 1911. 

The Market.—Evidently buyers have awakened to the 
potent fact that canned goods are no more plentiful than they 
ought to be to last around. Anyhow, they have begun oper- 
ations upon a liberal scale. Sales are made in relatively large 
quantities. And this, too, in face of the fact that holders 
are asking full prices for everything they have in hand. Ap- 
parently the dullness which characterized the trade has passed. 
In its place has come a healthy activity which promises to 
place the business upon a higher plane than heretofore and 
in nearly all instances create a better feeling throughout the 
business, 

Tomatoes.— Movement is upon a considerably more liberal 
scale than last week and some holders want as high as 87%c., 
while 85c. seems to be inside upon full standard Maryland 3s. 
Conditions are, all things considered, rather, more favorable 
over a larger range of territory. Business has been done at 
full prices in substantially all instances, while the outlook for 
trade is even better than present movement warrants. It looks 
now as. though the dullness was over and in its place has come 
a degree of movement which is gratifying to holders. Prices 
are firm, with the tendency upward upon substantially every- 
thing offered. No, 2s. are 62%c., while No. 10s are up to 
$3.25 and hard to find at that. Futures have attracted con- 
siderably more attention, though it is by no means certain 
that the trade has really been very much larger. In some 
cases business has been done at full outside figures, though in 


other cases there has been little disposition to allow buyers 
to have their way. The situation is so much improved that 
holders are quite certain the dull season is over and in its 
place has come a period of activity which will ultimately clean 
up all present holdings.° 

Corn.—Movement in corn is of the character that shows 
retailers want stock for distribution. In most instances prices 
are well maintained, but in others there is said to be possi- 
bility still of buying goods at slightly reduced prices. The 
general opinion seems to be that stock is not over plentiful, at 
least the best grades, while buyers are apparently not over 
stocked with anything offered. Best grades are actually scarce 
and buyers would scarcely know where to look for any con- 
siderable quantities. Even though the output was relatively 
large it seems to have been generally cleaned up. Apparently 


there will be nothing in hand by the time the next season’s 
pack is ready for delivery. 


Peas.—No new features have developed, though buying 
has been upon a reasonably liberal basis during the past few 
days, or even the past week. In case there has been a change 
here and there it has been due entirely to individual circum- 
stances and does not represent any material change in the 
market. Holders are firm, however, and in general refuse to 
allow their goods to go out without full quotations. Futures 
are selling moderately at full prices, but there is no attempt 
to create any artificial activity. 

Beans.—The market has not changed materially, though 
here and there a buyer is reported to have interested himself 
in some considerable propositions. As a whole, however, the 


market is firmer and conditions are better than they were two 
or three weeks ago. 


Asparagus.—Not much movement aside from satisfying 
the regular routine, though occasionally a buyer comes into 
market with a fairly liberal order in his hands. The stock is

ness is done upon a fair basis. Prices are firm upon best 
verades, but it would probably be possible to shade some on 
the lower grades, provided a large quantity was taken, 

Spinach.— The market is steady, with sales limited to 
actual requirements. ‘The supply is not liberal and most hold- 
ers insist upon full values in their transactions, 

Fruits.— California fruits are held firmly up to quotations, 
particularly the favorite and most wanted grades. Sales of 
peaches in extras and extra standards have been made at full 
outside figures in a small way, while other grades are more or 
less indifferently looked upon by buyers. Holders show no 
disposition to allow concessions upon purchases. of whatever 
size and the market remains only steady. In Southern pack 
the only grades which have received much attention were pies, 
and these are.moving with considerable freedom, though as a 
whole the market has not been over-active. 

Small Fruit—Not much of the increased activity has 
touched these grades as yet, though the sale has been on the 
whole as liberal as ordinarily during the season. Conditions 
have favored holders rather more than buyers and it seems 
evident from present indications that buyers will eventually 
have to pay the price for the Joods, or ese go without. 

Salmon.—'l'rade is slow, even though it is the beginning 
of the big consuming season, principally because supplies of 
all desirable quantities are light and business has to be done 
at high values. Holders insist upon full prices and second 
hands refuse to sell at any figure. The conditions are, there- 
fore, somewhat discouraging to most buyers. ‘The supply is 
far too short to satisfy demands. Indeed, it is plainly apparent 
that many will be compelled to go without their goods. Co- 
lumbia river fish is heid firmly up to quotations, while the 
It will go to $2.00 before 
spring, Other grades are equally scarce and relatively high. 


\laska tends upward strongly. 


Sardines.— The market has not changed since last reports, 
with business done at full outside values. The conditions 
which have governed heretofore are still influential and until 
something occus to change them the market will remain sub- 
stantially as it is. 


HUDSON. 
A REVOLUTION IN THE KITCHEN. 


Not so long ago we published in full the speech of Mr. 


Hugh S. Orem, at Madison Square Garden, New York, before 


the Associated Clubs of Domestic Science, and in doing so we 
advocated the use of this speech as a campaign article. Many 
others agreed with us and said it should be used to educate 
those outside the industry who seem to have a prejudice 
against the use of canned goods and a suspicion of every one 
who is engaged in the business. 

This suggestion has been put into effect and recently we 
received a copy of that speech, made up into booklet form, and 
these have been mailed to every canner in the National Asso- 
ciation. It is hoped every one who received a copy has made 
an effort to have his local editor publish same, either in one 
issue or as a serial. There is little doubt but that every news- 
paper in the land will be very glad to do so, because it is very 
interesting and the general public will read it with enthusiasm. 
If you will take it around to your local newspaper office, in- 
terview the editor, tell him who you are and suggest that he 
publish the speech, we think you will find him reaching for 
your hand to shake, and maybe he will offer you a cigar for 
giving him the opportunity.

CHICAGO, February 1, 1911. 

The Outlook.—A “Big Buyer,” of Chicago, to whom I 
were talking yesterday, said: “We are going to have the big- 
gest scramble for canned goods this spring you ever heard 
of and everybody is going to be in the rush. No one has 
anything like the stock that they will need, and the trade is 
going to clean up stocks closer than ever before in the his- 
tory of the market. Nothing is in full supply, not a single 
article in canned goods is being urged upon the market. 
Even asparagus, which has been slow and as to which the 
opening price has already been quietly announced lower than 
last year is now beginning to move briskly and will all go 
out clean.” That is what he said almost verbatim and he 
is a good judge of conditions, with many moons of experi- 
ence in the canned goods game. 

Tomatoes.—Indiana packers are still holding their sur- 
plus stock, where they have any, just a little too high above 
the laid-down price of goods from the East to enable Chicago 
to buy. Some futures are being bought at 72%c. Maryland 
Peninsula, but buyers are taking on contracts only as fast as 
they sell futures and no faster. Some of them expect to buy 
as low as last year, viz: 67'4c., cannery, Maryland, others do 
not, and some expect to pay as high as 80c., Maryland, before 
the packing season arrives. A big Eastern packer writes me 
that he has.some standard 3s tomatoes, but that he does not 
propose to sell until April lst and expects to get $1.00, can- 
nery, at that time. 


Canned Corn.—The demand is quiet and there is no pres- 
sure to sell spot goods. Indiana and Illinois canners are hold- 
ing futures firm at 67%c. for standard, and 70c. for extra 
standard cannery, and there are but few sellers to be found at 
these prices. Futures are selling well and jobbers are taking 
hold freely at the prices. 

Peas.—Spot peas are going out rapidly and never has 
there been such a sale on futures as this season. Nearly 
every Wisconsin cannery is sold up to the full capacity, as 
are the Michigan and Indiana packers on futures. One four- 
line cannery that I know of must have sold (prorata contract) 
about four times as many peas as they can pack. That is a 
dog-in-the-manger policy and will react hard. It is a very 
unwise policy to force oneself into a position where one must 
disappoint buyers by delivering short. Nothing operates so 
far to. shake the confidence of buyers in a packer as that 
very practice. 

Sardines.—Nothing doing. Market quiet. Prices firm. 

Salmon.—Some interest is being manifested but retail- 
ers are not buying at the prices. Canners’ agents are out 
of the market and will not take on business at all. 

The Convention.—There will be a large attendance from 
Chicago and elsewhere. 

News is scarce and February opens up very quietly, but 
everybody is confident. ‘The slump in dried fruit which was 
predicted has not come and prices on prunes, raisins and all 
other lines an even advancing which looks promising for 
canned goods.

Russia’s Progress in Agriculture. 


[From Consul-General John H, Snodgrass, Moscow. | 


The impression generally prevails that, although Russia is | 


most generously favored by nature, little progress is being made 
in agriculture. This is erroneous. 


As an illustration of the interest that is being manifested 
along these lines, and as indicative of the progressive policy 
that has been adopted and is now being pursued, it may be cited 
that the Imperial Agricultural Museum, in its endeavor to popu- 
larize the study of agricultural subjects, has for the last few 
years conducted gratis, at the museum in St. Petersburg, a 
series of systematic readings on agriculture for the benefit of 
everyone interested. In addition to this course, popular lec- 
tures are delivered and special readings conducted for men in 
the lower ranks of the army. 


In the experimental department of the museum the taking 
apart and putting together of various machinery is demonstrated 
by trained mechanics. . Agricultural machinery in motion is 
also demonstrated and the use of agricultural implements is 
explained; experiments are also made with all classes of farm 
machinery, such gs locomobiles winnowers, sorters, and the like. 
In separate departments are demonstrated the fertilization of 
the fish spawn and the development of the chicken in the 
incubator. 


The attendance at these lectures has been interruptedly 
increasing from year to year. In 1906 it was 5,093, in 1907 it 
reached 17,808, in 1908, 32,442, and in 1909, 60,346. 

The lectures are delivered in the evening from 7 to 9 and 
on Sunday from 2 to3 p.m. The practical work and excur- 
sions are conducted by prearrangements between the lecturers 
and the students, such as trips to exhibitions and farms in the 
suburbs, and even to stockyards and slaughterhouses. 

Likewise the special classes pass through practically every- 
thing pertaining to plant culture, stock raising, poultry raising, 
bee culture, and dairy farming, with all that pertains to the 
latter, such as butter and cheese making. 

In the first half of the present scholastic season, beginning 
in October, the courses of the systematic lectures will embrace 
the following academic subjects: Elementary chemistry, ele- 
mentary anatomy, physiology of plants, improvement and culti- 
vation of the soil, agricultural meteorology, agricultural econ- 
omy, seeds, agricultural implements, cattle raising, swine 
raising, etc. 

On Sundays it is intended to conduct popular public read- 
ings and lectures on a variety of agricultural subjects. 


A Special Train to the Milwaukee Convention.

The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, January 28, IgII. 


Annual Meeting of the League.—he annual convention 
of the Canners’ League of California, recently held in this 
city, was not as largely attended as has been the case in 
former years, nor was there as great an amount of business 
transacted, Rainy weather interfered with the attendance 
and at the last I, I. Graham, of San 
Jose sent word that he would not be able to be present, as 
he was on the sick list. President Graham had a number of 
important measures in mind that he planned to present to the 


moment President 


League, and these were forced to be laid over until another 
time. [lowever, a fair representation of canners was on hand, 
and the afternoon and evening of the convention day were 
profitably spent in interesting discussions and in the regular 
routine work of the league. 

Resolutions were adopted relating to net weight amend- 
ments and other additions to the Pure Food Law, and to the 
labor problem that is becoming such a question in this State. 
The resolutions in full are as follows: 


Resolved, That the fruit canners of California, members of this 


league, in convention assembled, desire to place themselves on record - 


as favoring any reasonable, fair and practicable amendment to the 
Food and Drug Act of June 30, 1906, providing for the marking of 
the net weight or measure of contents upon all labels, packages or 
containers of food products, and that the secretary be and hereby 
is authorized and directed to forthwith send a copy of this resolu- 
tion to each of the members of the California delegation in Con- 
gress, now assembled, the president of the National Wholesale 


Grocers’ Association, Druid Fruit Association of New York, National 
Canners’ Association, Merchants’ Exchange of Chicago, National 
Canned Goods and Dried Fruit Brokers’ Association and to all other 
commercial bodies or manufacturers of food products throughout 
the United States whose co-operation is desired. And be it further 

Resolved, That this league urge upon our Congressional delega- 
tion the necessity of incorporating in such amendment and in con- 
nection with such provision a section to the effect that goods be 
deemed misbranded unless the name of the manufacturer, canner or 
packer of all foods and drugs, whether in the natural state or arti- 
ficially prepared, blended or compounded, appears on each and every 
package, can, carton, bottle or other container; or if such package, 
can, carton, bottle or other container be labeled, upon such label. 
And be it further 

Resolved, That the standing joint committee of this league be 
instructed to meet the joint committee of the Druid Fruit Associa- 
tion of California, California Bean Dealers’ Association and Asso- 
ciated Grocery Brokers of San Francisco, with a view to obtain the 
active co-operation and effort of the individual members of these 
organizations in the furtherance of this legislation. 

Whereas, In the State of California a large number of the chil- 
dren attending the public schools, particularly in the fruit producing 
districts, rely upon the money earned during their vacations for their 
maintenance during the school terms; and 

Whereas, The services of these boys and girls are found to be 
efficient and satisfactory to the canners in connection with the pack- 
ing, curing and canning of the fruit products of this State; now 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That the California fruit canners, members of the 
Canners’ League of California, favor a law permitting school trustees 
to arrange the vacation periods at such times as will give the school 
children an opportunity to perform this work and derive the com- 
pensation therefrom. 


In connection with this labor question it might be men- 
tioned that Superintendent of Public Instruction Hyatt is 
greatly in favor of such a measure, and in his last report in 
the educational journal supported by the State goes into the 
matter quite extensively, giving a complete account of the 
benefits derived by school children working in the orchards

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and fields, and suggesting this as a solution for caring for the 
city child during the summer months. 
The Pure Food resolution was introduced by J. H. Hunt, 


of the Hunt Bros. Company, and the school law resolution 
at the suggestion of President Graham. 


A number of prominent speakers were present and gave 
highly interesting talks, among these being Ralph A. Gould, 
of the Pure Food Inspection Laboratory maintained here by 
the Government, and J. K. Armsby of the J. K. Armsby Com- 
pany. The speech of the latter was particularly well re- 
ceived and contained much food for earnest consideration. 
In part it was as follows: “We have seen the California 
canned goods industry go to a very high point and back to 
a very low point, because of the indifferent quality and worse 
than indifferent quantity within the can. Today it is on a 
better basis than a few years ago, because California packers 
are putting up better goods. I believe if the California canned 
goods business of the future is to be on a stable, solid and 
lasting basis, it must necessarily be on a basis where the 
net weight of the contents—that is, the fruit, not the liquid— 
is on the label, and I believe that the Canners’ League of 
California should appoint a committee immediately to de- 
cide what the weight of a well-filled can is, or rather, what 
it should be. Such committee should work for both a national 
and a state law along these lines. Every can of fruit that 
goes out of California is either an asset or a liability to the 
entire industry. Consumers as yet do not know the differ- 
ence between the various brands—that is, the rank and file 
of the customers do not—and if one of them gets a can of 
poor fruit the whole industry is condemned. All suffer to 


a certain extent because of the poor work of some particular 
canner. 


“T believe that the grades packed, whether water, stand- 
ard, extra-standard, extra or double extra, should be placed 


on the label prominently, leaving nothing to the imagination, 
and I believe the degree of syrup of these various grades 
should be decided on definitely and put upon the label. In 
other words, let’s make it easy for the honest packer to 
operate and hard for the dishonest packer. Let’s educate 
both the jobber and the retailer, and the consumer as well, 
to what an honest pack means rather than mystify them or 
mislead them. Let’s see that the word ‘California’ goes on 
every label and on every can that leaves this state. The 
shipping of goods unlabeled or with labels that do not desig- 
nate weight, quality, grade or carry with them the responsi- 
bility of the packer’s name is not helping this state, is not 
giving this state credit for its production. The Canners’ 
League of California has in its hands to raise the standard 
of excellence on all canned fruits produced in this state; the 
responsibility resting with the canners themselves. The ques- 
tion is whether they are going to assume that responsibility 
and meet this issue squarely and fairly with no side step- 
ping. I do not believe that this is a question that permits of 


a compromise. The issues are well defined and should and 
must be met, and there is no better time than the present.”

G. E. Geary, cashier. A dividend of $1.50 a share was de- 
clared, payable February 10. 

The annual report of President Henry F. Fortmann for 
1910 in part was as follows: ‘The capitalization of the com- 
pany remained the same, viz, $7,500,000 authorized capital, 
divided into 75,000 shares of the par value of $100 each. 
The present issue is 57,508 shares, leaving 17,492 shares in 
the treasury of the company. ‘The association carries its 
own insurance on buildings, wharves, machinery, equipments, 
furniture and on product in the course of manufacture and 
finished in its own plants, also on all its floating property 
and on cargoes of box shooks, lumber and coal. All up and 
down general cargoes are insured at their full values, ana 
salmon and merchandise stored in warehouses in San Fran- 
cisco at about one-half their values. At the close of 1909 
the fund showed a credit of $558,488.78 and earned $270,148.19 
for 1910. The. amounts charged for losses and expenses 
ageregated $9,423.93. The insurance fund now amounts to 
$819,213.04. Of this $816,471.08 is invested in bonds. 

“The association’s pack of salmon for the season was as 
follows: Sockeye, 39,960 cases: reds, 662.718; king, 17,895; 
cohoe, 36,097: pink, 157,607; chums, 57,439; total, 971,716 
cases and 4,083 barrels of salt salmon. During 1910 the 
salmon markets have been brisk. 


“The following canneries were operated: Nushagak, 2; 
Kvichak, 2; Naknek, 2; Egegak, 1; Chignik, 1; Alitak, 1; 
Karluk, 2; Cook Inlet, 1; Fort Wrangell, 1; Loring, 1; Ana- 
cortes, 1. The latter is located on Puget Sound, the balance 
in Alaska. Current repairs and replacements amounting to 
$170,125.17 have been charged to operating costs. New im- 
provements and additions to plants have been made at a 
cost of $190,076.98. There has been written off from plants 
on account of depreciation $107,387.61, making the present 
value of plants $4,319,625.95, 

“The steel barks Star of Finland, Star of Lapland and 
Star of Zealand have been purchased and the launch Spring 
built for $304,900. The bark Electra was sold for $5,000. ‘he 
small launches Amy $ and Aurora were condemned. ‘There 
has been expended for improvements and repairs to the fleet 
the amount of $158,411.83. There has been written off from 
values for depreciation the sum of $103,654.08 leaving the 
present appraised value of the fleet $1,485.000. ‘he Associa- 
tion now owns nine ships, eleven barks and one barkentine. 
two schooners and fifty-nine steamers and launches, a total 
of eighty-two vessels. 

“The policy of the Association to assist in the develop- 
ment of Alaska has been continued, and expenditures exceed- 
ing $250,000 for the year were made. in the territory. ‘The 
two salmon hatcheries of the Association have continued op- 
erations. During 1910, from the 45,228,000 red salmon eggs 
taken in 1909 from the Karluk salmon hatchery, 40,620,000 
fry were liberated and 49,626,000 red salmon eggs were taken. 
From the 53.340,000 red salmon eges taken at the Fortmann 
salmon hatchery in 1909, 50,725,000 fry were liberated and 
34,920,000 red salmon eggs were taken in 1910. In Alaska 
the Government continued operating large salmon hatcheries 
at McDonald Lake and at Litnik. 

“During 1910, $176,000 of the bonds of the Association 
were redeemed and cancelled, reducing the bonded indebted- 
ness to $1,146,000. The insurance fund has increased $260,- 
724.26. The profits for 1910 were $517,009.16. Quarterly 
dividends of $1.50 per share have been paid during 1910.”

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OP CANNERIES 
FOR MINNESOTA 


In conformity with the provisions of Chapter 455, Gen- 
eral Laws 1907, as amended by Chapter 337, General Laws of 
1909, I take pleasure in submitting a report on the canning 
industry in this State. 

Minnesota being the first State in the Union having a 
law for the special purpose of regulating the operations of 


canneries, which in the Legislative session of 1909 was very | 


wisely amended by placing the canning industry under the 
supervision of the Dairy and Food Department, giving the 
Commissioner authority to render official aid and assistance 
to canners within the State in addition to the general inspec- 
tion provisions and food law rules and regulations of the 
goods packed. 

Pursuant to your instructions, I have worked towards the 
jollowing: 

lirst—To educate the canners, processors, managers and 
superintendents of canneries to pack goods of a quality that 
will average up to a first-class standard, to use proper legal 
and truthful labels so that goods packed will comply with all 
food laws, National and State. 

Second—To furnish, publish and disseminate proper in- 
jormation to canners and consumers in this industry, giving 
publicity to what our State is doing in this modern method 
of conservation of farm products, thereby increasing the con- 
sumption and demand for this class of canned goods locally 
and for shipment to other States. 

In regard to quality of goods packed in this State during 
the past two seasons, am pleased to report that my aim in that 


direction has been more than realized as Minnesota now 
stands pre-éminently above many of the States on quality of 
its principal canned product, sweet corn. ‘This should be 
gratifying to the canners, as it will always insure a ready sale 
of their pack at remunerative prices, their goods now being 
in demand for shipment to eastern as well as western markets. 
The excellent quality has also aided materially in increasing 
the consumption of this class of the most convenient, cheap, 
unadulterated, prepared foods. ' 

During the season of 1909, there were seventeen factories 
in operation with a total output for that year of 6,118,300 
cans, or 255,000 cases, of which nearly 5,000,000 cans, or over 
200,000 cases, were sweet corn,—an increase of over two mil- 
lion cans of corn from the previous season. 


The season of 1910, sixteen factories were operated with 
nearly the same pack of sweet corn as previous year, but less 
of other goods so that the grand total of all goods for year 
1910 will be a little less in quantity than was expected, on 
account of a very unfavorable season for sweet corn, peas and 
other vegetables. The total pack of all goods will, however, 
be about six million cans; of sweet corn alone, 4,500,000 cans, 
or nearly 200,000 cases. Financially, the season was good for 
some of the canners, as goods were sold on profitable con- 
tracts and at remunerative prices. 

I submit herewith statistical tables showing goods and 
amount packed. While the total output is not yet large, it 
is an industry that has come to stay and will gradually expand 
in volume of business. With the coming high values of land,

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the time will arrive when the farmer and producer will see 
that it will be absolutely necessary to have a canning plant 
in successful operation in his near vicinity, as with a cannery 
within a reasonable distance, a few acres of high-priced land 
can be utilized by growers so as to yield sufficient and ade- 
quate returns to both grower and canner, and insure a steady 


and profitable income from land too valuable for field crops, 
dairying or the usual present methods of farming. 


The canning industry in Minnesota is of a very recent 


growth, every factory except one now operating in the State 
having been built and started within the past seven years. 


This industry has been passing through the usual difficul- 
ties incident to a new business, and until about five years ago 
the State was the happy hunting ground of the factory pro- 
moter, whose only desire and interest was to sell machinery 
on any terms, at sometimes exhorbitant figures to farmers 
and others, who would subscribe for shares of stock in a can- 
ning company sufficient to pay for the plant only, then 
through lack of knowledge of the business, lack of efficient 
help, lack of proper equipment and lack of capital, played 
havoc with the profits, and one or two seasons usually finished 
the operation and existence of these promoted company fac- 
tories,—hence today we have eight factories that were unsuc- vail. 
cessful for various reasons and a loss financially to their stock- 
holders, but nearly all of these should, and no doubt will, 
recognize and install suitable up-to-date machinery and equip- 
ment, and with sufficient acreage will become successful and 
profitable to the grower and shareholder. The time has now 
arrived, and we have already seen the re-establishment of the 
business on a sound financial basis and the production of 
goods of the highest quality. The experience in the past has 
been valuable in many ways. It has driven home to the packer 
the necessity of adequate capital, sufficient acreage and for 
efficient superintendents and processors, up-to-date equipment, 


as well as the absolute need for the utmost cleanliness and 
sanitary precautions in order to make the business successful. 

The State law, whereby the canning industry was virtu- 
ally placed under the supervision of this depaftment, has al- 
ready been of great benefit to the consumer, as I can truth- 
fully report to my own knowledge that all vegetables, corn 
and -fruits packed in Minnesota canneries, for the past four 
seasons, have been canned without any kind of chemical pre- 
servatives, bleachers, fillers, nor any color or chemical sweet- 
ner has been used in any factory; only cane sugar, pure salt 
and water are added to the goods when packed. This fact 
should be made known to the consuming public, and towards 
that end I recommend that this departmertt continue to issue 
public bulletins and have same published in all pure food 
journals and every newspaper in the State. 
bulletins would greatly assist in reassuring the consuming 
public of the wholesomeness of canned vegetables, corn and 
fruits in hermetically sealed tin cans, packed green and fresh 
in modern, clean and sanitary canneries. 

I have at all times made it a point, and used every en- 
deavor, to give all managers to understand that it is of the 
greatest importance and necessity that strict sanitation pre- 
I have made suggestions and ordered changes in some 
cases, which in all instances have been followed and such 
orders complied with, so in this respect some improvements 
have been made each year and will so continue, as after this 
more attention will be paid to sanitation and cleanliness in 
all food manufacturing plants, managers realizing its nec- 
essity in order to pack goods of a high quality and having 
gained a better understanding of the problems involved in 
packing,—the causes of spoilage, etc..—they are aware that 
packing of fresh vegetables and fruits must be carried on 
amid surroundings which are sanitary and clean to attain the 
best results, and goods that this department can recommend 
to the consumer.

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Am pleased to report that factory managers are making 
efforts to exclude flies by the use of screens, as flies should not 
be permitted to come into or on any food, whether it be in a 
food manufacturing plant, kitchen or dining room. These car- 
riers of dirt and disease can and must, be excluded and not 
allowed to contaminate any foodstuff intended for human 
consumption. Next season some of the factories will make 
jurther improvements on buildings and adjacent grounds. 

I submit herewith a copy of my letter of instructions 
made in August, 1909, which I believe has, at least to some 
extent, been followed by superintendents, as during the past 
two seasons many noticeable changes have been made and 
new methods adopted by canners, so that Minnesota canned 
goods are more uniform in quality, absolutely pure, wholesome 
and unadulterated. ‘This department may with pride officially 
recommend their use and attach its department certificate as 
follows: 


“Packed under regulations of and in factory inspected by 
Minnesota Dairy and Food Department.” 
The privilege of using this certificate on labels to be 
given to canners on application, and granted only to those who 
are packing and maintaining a high standard of quality. 


PUBLICITY. 


The purpose and intent of Minnesota law on canneries 
are to insure to the public and consumer canned fresh vege- 
tables that are pure and unadulterated, such as will meet the 
requirements of all pure food laws as to quality and labeling, 
also to permit the Dairy and Food Commissioner to give the 
same aid and assistance to this industry with the State as 
has for years been given to the dairy interests. 

During the past two years some attention and aid has 
been given as follows: 


At the State Fair in 1909, an exhibit of Minnesota canned 
vegetables was made under the auspices of this department. 
Ninety-three cases of goods were furnished by the canners. 
At this exhibit, department bulletins were distributed. 

On December 13, 1909, the first educational scoring con- 
test on canned products was held at the department laboratory. 
A copy of the report of this contest is herewith submitted. 

At the State Fair, September 5, 1910, the Minnesota can- 
ners furnished 122 cases of canned corn and vegetables for 
an exhibit, and demonstrations were made daily during the 
week. This exhibit with demonstration work proved to be 
a grand success and has been favorably commented on in six 
of the leading Pure Food and Canning Journals of America. 
All of these journals published large cuts of the exhibit with 
descriptive matter. This demonstration and exhibit, with the 
free publicity given it and ‘the canning industry, was instru- 
mental in making it known that Minnesota is the most pro- 
gressive of States. I recommend that these annual State Fair 
exhibits with demonstrations be continued by and under the 
auspices of this department, as it will certainly aid the can- 
ning business and advertise our agricultural resources at a 
small expense to the State. 

While it is within the power of the Commissioner under 
the State law to establish standard of grades on canned prod- 
ucts, these standards, however, should be fixed by Federal 
law and regulation. 

At a meeting of the Canners’ Association, July 11, 1910, 
the following resolutions were unanimously adopted pertain- 
ing to the dating of their products, Federal standards and 
inspection: 

Favors Closer Affiliation, 

RESOLVED, That the Minnesota Canners’ Association endorses 

the plan for closer affiliation of National and State Associations and 


pledges its support toward bringing about more effective co-opera- 
tion in all matters of common interest.

WHEREAS, No advantage or added security is afforded the 
consumer by dating canned vegetables and fruits, since hermetically 
sealed and sterilized vegetables and fruits do not deteriorate with age. 

RESOLVED, That the Minnesota Canners’ Association is opposed 
to legislation or regulation requiring date of packing to be affixed 
to can, and requests the Minnesota Senators and Representatives in 
Congress to use their influence to prevent such Federal requirement. 


Cannery Inspection. 

WHEREAS, The canners of Minnesota have already experi- 
enced the benefits of state inspection of canning factories and canned 
products; and 

WHEREAS, The members of this association are heartily in 
favor of legislation which tends to establish purity and excellence 
of product and sanitary conditions of packing; 

RESOLVED, That the Minnesota Canners’ Association is in 
favor of Federal “legislation and department regulations establish- 
ing standards for canned goods, and providing for a wise and effective 
Federal inspection of canning factories and canned products. 

I concur with the canners in above resolutions and hope 
that Federal inspection and standards be established. As to 
the dating of canned goods, it is not necessary for the protec- 
tion of the consumer,—it would only retard the sale and give 
out the impression that age had something to do with its 
quality. 

' The Minnesota Canners’ Association has been active the 
past three years, having held annual conventions. I would 
urge upon all canners to be active members of this Associa- 
tion, and that all managers, superintendents and officers of 
canning companies attend these conventions, as it is only pos- 
sible through active work and co-operation that assistance 
and aid can be expected from Stateor Federal departments. 

Minnesota, a beginner in the canning industry, in this, 
as in other matters, is one of the most progressive States of 
the Union, as is well shown by her inspection and pure food 
laws and the attitude of the men engaged in the business. The

canning of vegetables, especially of corn which is and will 
continue to be the chief output of Minnesota canneries, is still 
subject to vast improvement; the selection of seed and varie- 
ties best adapted to our climate; the securing of larger crops; 
the cultivation and handling of the soil to secure the highest 
percentage of sweetness; the yield of corn can and must be 
increased by practical methods and the use of better seed. All 
these matters pertain to the growing of canning crops. The 
handling of the green product in the factory are items of the 
greatest importance to the grower, the canner ahd the public. 
These subjects are largely experimental and the practical 
canner cannot give the time and has not the technical training 
to take them up. It would seem as though they would natu- 
rally fall in the domain of the agricultural department of the 
State University, and that the School of Agriculture would do 
a great and profitable work in this respect by taking up the 
question. of seed and varities at the Experimental Station, 
and by operating a model cannery for the-purpose of experi- 
ment and instruction. 


This is not an innovation. For years the State has spent 
time and money to instruct the farmers in better methods, 
and especially in the dairy industry it has helped those con- 
cerned in every possible way and has a model dairy at the 
Agricultural School. By these means Minnesota, in a few 
years, has become the great dairy State of the Union. The 
same assistance should be given this industry, and the same 
great results may confidently be expected, as Minnesota soil 
and climate is adapted to produce sweet corn of the finest 
quality. 

The establishment of a small model canning plan would be 
a very small matter for the State. It would be an annual in- 
come, more than self-sustaining, as the goods packed could

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Here’s wishing you a pleasant journey on your trip to 
Milwaukee, and we know you will have a good time after you 
get there. 


The supply men will be “busy boys” taking orders fo1 
new machines and outlining a system of increasing the can- 
ners production in his present factory. ‘The more up to date 
your machinery, the more modern your cannery, the neater 
the appearance oi the operation, the better your production. 
the quicker your goods sell, the better your profit. 


With so much good to do towards the canners of the 
country, it is no wonder the supply men will be busy. But 
it is a fact; the more mechanical a factory is the cleaner it 
is, and it is not necessary to add that the factory so equipped 


will produce its goods at a cheaper rate, and of a better 


quality, on the average. 


Of course we know the objections to mechanical filling— 
for instance, that the fruit is mashed, etc., and that hand filling 
will produce the goods in.a more uniform condition. ‘There 
is a basis of truth in this; but at the same time it is also 
true that the housewife would prefer, for instance, a mashed 
tomato that was absolutely clean and the can well filled to 
the fine, whole tomato that has passed through many hands 
that are not always too clean. 


This is not a reflection on the operation of the canneries, 
nor a charge that the women who fill cans by hand are un- 


clean; it is meant merely as a comparison of the machine, 
which can be cleaned at the beginning of the operation and 
be clean at the end, and the human hand, which is liable to 
stray from its work and become unclean in the course of the 
operation. As we are dealing with foods, that would natu- 
rally be the first consideration, and the second would be the 


increased production of the machine, which never grows 


weary or tired or careless, producing as fine work at the end 
of the day, and just as quickly, as it did at the beginning. 


We might just as well recognize the inevitable now as 
later, and that is that the modern cannery must soon‘be a 
perfect mechanical establishment. Some lines are now never 
touched by the hand in the course of packing, and it will not 
be many years beiore that condition applies to the entire line. 
This has been the evolution in other lines of foods, and it will 
he with respect to canned foods. 


It may and probably does mean the elimination of the 
small, mushroom factory, and the establishment of immense 
steel and concrete structures in which swiftly running ma- 
chines take the place of hundreds of human hands. ‘That the 
great bulk of the business will drift into these huge factories, 
just as it has in the meat-canning factories. 

That may seem hard and possibly unjust to the little 
fellow, but it is the law of progress. The only hope is for 
the, little fellow to grow up, keep in with the procession, so 
that when the elimination period arrives he will be retained 
and not rejected. 


Business is not done in these days as it was fifty years 
ago. In those days a man could establish a business, work 
it up to a certain point, where it brought in a dittle more than 
sufficient for a living, and then rest content, doing the same 
amount of business every year, year in and year out. ‘The 
customers of that house were as non-progressive as_ the 
house itself. ‘They were content with the goods and never 
thought to look elsewhere or try another’s. ‘They had been 
ouying them for years and continued doing so. 

The house that would depend upon such methods now 
would soon have no business at all. New houses are con- 
stantly entering the market and seeking for new customers, 
using as their lodestone a better article or the same article 
at a better price. ‘The consumer's attention is being con- 
stantly drawn to something new; he is invited to give at least 
a trial to the new offering and he does so. So that trade 
gotten now must be held tomorrow, and to make up for the 
ravishes that competitors make in one’s list a constant striv- 
ing after new customers is the only way to keep abreast of 
the times. 


But a canner’s business, built upon the basis of quality, 
would naturally grow as his product becomes better and 
farther known. ‘lo meet this increasing demand his factory 
ability must be added to and his production enlarged. But 
it is upon the basis of quality only that such a structure can 
be built, and this is particularly true regarding canned goods. 
‘The people are taking more kindly to them every month; the 
consumption of canned goods is increasing wonderfully, be- 
cause people are looking into them and finding them good. 
But the house that produces canned goods that fail to come 
up to these requirements will certainly not grow. ‘There is 
no hope for it. In a year of scarcity the poor goods may 
find a market, but in a year of plenty they will be left to 
their own company. 

So if you are figuring upon an increased pack this com- 
ing season make it apply to your best goods, not to your 
poorest, for when you add a customer for your fine goods 
you add one who is most liable to last. Such building is of° 
the permanent kind.

be sold to, or used at State institutions or sold elsewhere. 
The canning industry in connection with dairying goes 
well together. The waste has risen to dignity of a by-product ; 
pea vines are now utilized for silage, or fed to stock in a fresh 
State; pea vine hay is considered better than clover hay. Same 
with the corn stalks and’cobs; they will make good silage and 


-ome of the factories have silos, and others will have them con- 
structed to utilize this former waste. 

Green sweet cornstalks can be profitably used for syrup; 
it has been tried and proven that nearly the same amount of 
syrup can be made from these constalks as from the sorghum 
plant, and of a quality superior to the sorghum syrup as to 
ilavor and percentage of sweetness. Patrons and growers of 
sweet corn at one Minnesota canning plant have made use of 
their cornstalks, pressing them in their sorghum mill with 
satisfactory and profitable results. 

Can also report that some factories have installed machin- 
ery for other manufacturing purposes, in order to have a 
longer season for work. This should be encouraged when it 
does not interfere with the general business of canning and 
utilization of by-products or the canning or preserving of spe- 
cialities. At several plants where they have experienced proc- 
essors, it would be advisable to kranch out on some specialty 
line. Cabbage can be raised at a profit in several localities 
and could be more extensively packed in tins as sauer kraut. 

If the Minnesota canners will continue to improve and 


maintain a high standard of quality, there is no danger of any | 


over production, nor will there ever be in the staples of corn 
and peas, as with proper and effective advertising from an 
official source, the consumptive demand and general use in 
the home kitchen eVerywhere will increase very fast. As soon 
as the consumer has been informed on how canned fresh vege- 
tables and corn are .prepared, erroneous impressions and

prejudice against canned goods in general will be removed. 
Authoritative information issued by the State Dairy and Food 
Commission would popularize this class of goods and promote 
home industry, which will assist in keeping the growing gen- 
eration from,leaving the farm, as pleasant and remunerative 
employment would be available for them in their own rural 
communities, 

In my general work as Food Inspector, I have found that 
vast quantities of so-called “canning compounds” composed 
nearly wholly of boric acid, are sold and used as a preservation 
in the canning of vegetables and fruits in home kitchen can- 
ning and preserving, by housewives and proprietors of hotels 
and restaurants, who are ignorant of what they contain. Dy 
your special instruction at our last State Fair Department 
bulletins on canning factories with a bulletin on “Canning 
Compounds” were distributed. ‘These bulletins should be fur- 


ther circulated and placed in the hands of the public and pub- 
lished in the newspapers of the State. 

I also suggest that the Commissioner urge the passage 
of a sanitary inspection law by the next Legislature, applicable 
to all food and drink manuiacturing plants, and where food 
and drink is sold, served or handled for public consumption, 
Also sufficient appropriation for the operation of a canning 
plant at the State Agricultural School for experimental and 
instructive purposes. 

An annual allowance of $1,500 to be used to publish and 
distribute bulletins and literature of information to the public 
on the canning business. 

I also recommend that the Annual Scoring Contests be 
continued on products of Minnesota canneries—that sub- 
stantial prizes be awarded to superintendents on high-class 
goods. 

Later I will submit to you designs for a State trade-mark 
which could be adopted, registered and used on labels by 
Minnesota packers.
